have already given up their lives. And when Memorial Day 
comes and the people of this country are decorating the graves 
of llieihheroes at home, the women of the Salvation' Army, an 
organization that is' doing what it can to aid and comfort the 
armies 'in France, wilt place flowers ou the graves of all Amer- 
icans who have fallen there. This is a most thoughtful, con- 
siderate and appropriate act, one.tjial will .reflect credit upon 
the Salvation Army, and bring contorting thoughts to many 
a mourning American home. 


In New Hampshire 'the department commander of 
the 


Grand Army of the Republic recommends that the Posts of 
the state, observing the clay in cemeteries in which confeder- 
ates are buried, place flowers on their graves as well ns on 
those of the men who fell in' the Union cause. The half cen- 
tury that has elapsed since the close of the struggle in which 
these men look part has brought about a closer union between 
the sections than existed in slavery days. 
As Department 


Commander Wason says, "The sons and grandsons of the 
confederates are iorifiy fighting shoulder to shoulder with our 
own brave boys that this country may remain the home of the 
free." This is true. The bonds of union in this country are 
stronger than ever, before in its history,. and no, stronger testi- 
monial to this fact can be'giveii than. the placing of, flowers 
over the remains of confederates that rest iiuiorllieni soil. ' 


This and the decoration, of soldiers' graves in hrance will 


add to the interest of. the day, and a furllier feature will be the 
response to President Wilson's call for national prayer for an 
early and honorable peace. 
That this call will be generally 


hm|etniiroughoul the country there is no reason to doubt, 
and with these various new features Memorial Day this year 
should he one of :(he most.vimpressive in the history of the 
country.
